The body of an unidentified white man 
found in the Mississippi river at the foot 
of Lucas avenue by Capt. Patrick Burke 
Lee has given 
the police their firet clue to what was evi- 
dently a brutal murder and robbery, com- 
mitted about 10 days ago 

The condition of the body shows that it 
Was thrown into the river at least 10 days 
azo. The course of the bullet wound that 
caused death is declared by physicians to 
preclude the idea of suicide. The fact that 
while the clothing was of a good qualfty, 
there was but 3 cents and no jewelry on 
the body. is accepted as strong proof of 
robbery following the murder. 

The fact that death was caused by a 
bullet wound was discovered after the bodv 
had been tnken to the morgue as that of a 
man who had cdmmitted suicide by drown- 
ing. Tt was found that there was a vound 
in the outer corner of the left eve. An au- 
topsy revealed the fact that this wound 
was caused »y a ~bullet. which ranged 
Gowtward and lodged in the spinal column 
near the base of the neck. 

Pr. R. B. Gradwohl, who conducted the 
Rutopsey, declares that it is almost a phy- 
Bical impossibility for a man to shoot him- 
self in such a way that the wound would 
range in thie direction. He declares that 
the wound would almost certainly range 
upward, and the bullet be found in the up- 
per brain, if self-inflicted. 

Supt. Cowey deelares that in all his ex- 
perience with the bodies of suicides he has 
never vet seen one where the wound was 
in the eve. He declares his belief that no 
man would deliberately shoot himself in 
the eye. , 

Through investigation of .the possible 
clewe sugwested by the addresses on the 
prescr'ption blank have been made, but 
they have net helped toward the identifi- 
ention of the body. Dr. Ghio at the City 
Dispensary hentified the writing on the 
face of the blank ae his, and said he 
thought possibly the man was a barber. 
lie stated, however, that as he gives three 
or four similar memoranda every day, he 
could not be positive in his recollection. 

The fact that the left eye protrudes may 
lead to an wentification, 
eendition may have been caused by the 
entrance of the bullet forcing the eye 
out.

TRAGEDY FOLLOWS — 
BIRTHDAY PARTY 


Police Credit Young Man’s Statement 
That Girl Was Shot by 
Accident 


THOUGHT WEAPON NECESSARY 


Pair Were Talking of Spending Even- 


ing Together When the Fatal 
Wound Was Inflicted. 


An inquest on the death of Lillle Foster, 
aged 16, of 6134 Amanda street, who was 
Fhot and killed while with her sweetheart, 
James Lewis, 19 years old, of 3307 St. Vin- 
cent avenue, was commenced by Coroner 
Funkhouser Monday. 

The police accept Lewis's statement that 
the girl's death was caused by an acad- 
dent. 

Lewis was detained as a prisoner, to 


await the result of the Inquest. 

Miss Foster and Lewis were close friends, 
and Lewis was a welcome visitor several 
times a week at the Foster home. He was 
familiarly known as “‘Jim’”’ by all the mem- 
bers of the family. 

Saturday was the young man’s birthday, 
and his married sister, who lives at Pheresa 
avenue and LaSalle street, gave a party 
in the evening in his honor. He accom- 
panied Miss Foster to his sister's home. 
The night was spent in merry making. 
The guests did not depart until ,after 3 
o'clock, and it was about 6 o'clock Sunday 
morning when Lewis and Miss’ Foster 
reached the girl's home. They stood and 
talked on the porch for several minutes, 
making arrangements to spend the evening 
together. 

Before leaving his sister's house, Lewis 
borrowed his brother-in-law's revolver to 
carry as protection. 

“TAliie asked me to let her keep the re 
volver until evening.” explaing Lewis. “‘l 
took it from my pocket and turned the 


handle toward her. She did not wait for 
me to hand it to her, but grabbed for it. 
I jumped back a step, and one of us. I do 
not know which one, discharged it in touch 
ing it.’’ 

The buliet passe d through the boy's left 
hand and pierced the girl's heart. She 
died within a few minutes, remaining con- 
scious until the end, but being unable to 
speak 

The dead girl was the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. George Foster, her father being 
a contractor.

Most Westerly Station of the Wiz- 
ard’s Wireless System Will Connect 


the World’s Fair City With Dear| 


Old Lunnon. 


FIVE THOUSAND MILES 


WITHOUT A RELAY 


Famous Inventor, Now the Guest of 
St. Louis, Believes His Latest Im- 
provements Will Permit the Reali- 
zation of His Dream. 


Signor Marconi, inventor of the wireless 
telegraph, is a guest of the World’s Fair 
management and conferred with President 
Francis at the administration building 
Monday morning regarding~the establish- 
ment of a wireless. telegraph station on 
the exposition grounds. 

Just before going to meet President Fran- 
cis Marconi said: *‘I think it will be possible 
to send wireless messages from St. Louis 
to the coast next year. It will be possibie 
to send them from St. Louis to London 
with one relay and that at a coast station. 
I cannot say wheat we shall do until after 
today’s conference.”’ 

Marconi arrived in New York ten days 
ago from his home in London, with four 
hew inventions which he believes will bring 
his system to a high degree of efficiency. 

The inventions are now in charge of the 
patent office at Washington. After a visit 
to Chicago this week, he will go to Canada 
to test the inventions 

“With them,”’ said he, “I shall be able 
to transmit messages across the sea with- 
out difficulty. I have already sent them 
350% miles, which is within a few miles of 
the greatest single distance covered with 
the use of wires. At-that distance, fur- 
thermore, the wireless system is more effi- 
cient than the cable." 

Transmission of messages 1000 miles, from 
St. Louls to New York, will be a task 
readily g@ccomplished next year, Signor 
Marconi believes. The St. Louis station, if 
established, will be the most westerly. Mar- 
coni has never been west of the Mississipp! 
before. 

“If a St. Louis station is established,” 
said he, “‘I shall show tn it the use of the 
latest inventions and improvements.’’ 


Declares His 


System Simple. 

Marconi describes his system as simple. 
“T use an ordinary transmitter.’’ he says, 
“which is made of two small spheres con- 
nected by wire, one with the earth. and 
the other with the vertical conductor at 
some height, called the ‘aerial conductor.’ 
A ‘cylindrical parabolic reflector directs the 
rays. 

‘The most important part of the distant 
receiver is a slender glass tube with two 
metal pole pieces fitt in itgthe space be- 
tween them being artly flléa with a mix- 
ture of nickel silver filings. This is 
called a soheter. It ig part of a circuit 
which contains a sensitive telegraph relay. 

“Now, when the key of the receiver is 
gpa: an electric spark passes between 

he spheres which, with the conductor, be- 
come radiators of electric waves. By 
ressing the key at long and peor’ intervais 
lone or short waves are m They affect 
the distant receiver at long oan short in- 
tervais, making the Morse telegraphic al- 
phabet's dots and dashes 

Marconi arrived in St. Louis 
afternoon. He is accompanied by Marquis 
de Solari, an officer of the Italian navy. 
who represents the government; H. H. Mc- 
Clure, general consul of the Marconi com- 
pany; William H. Bentley of the legai de- 
partment; + ye W. Fishb Marconi's 
foreign pee and Eugene H. Lewis. 

Dia \Albertini,.secretary of the 
World's ‘Fair reception committee, met the 
Marconi party at the Southern hotel at 
10 o'clock Monday morning, and took them 
to the World's Fair grounds in a private 
car. There Marcon! conferred with Presi- 
dent -Francie and, with his companions, 
was shown over the grounds.
